Biochemists Study 
Man's Post fir; FutMre 

Biochemistry, through its knowl- 
edge of enzymes and vitamins, has 
outstripped Darwin in the study 
of evoluUon, reports Dr. Robert R. 
WiUianu, the scientist who syn- 
thesized viUmln BL 

Recent research on enzymes has 
proven that nearly all living thingr 
are related. Now^lt has been de- 
termined that nearly all of the B. 
vitamins are co-enzymes, without 
which certain enzymes are unable 
to perform their chemical functions. 
These vitamins can be used to dis- 
cover what reactions go on in the 
body and by what succession of 
steps the transformations of living 
cells occur. 

The study of the chemical descent 
of man extends knowledge of his 
evolution far beyond that which 
Darwin gained through anatomical 
evidence. >

Referendum Results 
Reveal Vets Policy 



Results of the referendum distri- 
buted by the McGill Student Vet- 
eran's Society last term were pre- 
sented to the National Conference 
of Student Veterans held at McGIll 
during the Christmas holiday. The 
returns showed 47 in favor of tlie 
"20^40" blanket increase, 105 choos- 
ing the "sliding scale" and 101 sup- 
porting, the : plan to discontinue 
the camiMjgh^,f or Increased grants 
and eonéentî¥te^on loans. 

This indicated that 152 felt the 
grants were Inadequate and some 
tort of increase should be made, 
and that 206 were agaalnst a blan- 
ket increase. 

FRASER ADVOCATES SUDING 
SCALE 

In acordance with this result 
AUstalr Fraser presented a resolu- 
tion to the Financial Panel of the 
Conference to which William Ar- 
cher, another McGiU delegate, had 
been elected chairman, in favor of 
a. plan for increases based on a 
sliding scale, and Mr. Fraser spoke' 
at some length in favor of it. The 
motion received some support, but 
was rejected in the panel by a close 
vote. Another resolution for parttal 
achievement of the sliding scale 
plan was proposed in the Plenary 
session advocating an increase of 
$20 for married veterans, but this 
was also defeated. Support was then 
given to a compromise resolution, 
which had been sent in by Mac- 
Donald College, advocating a cost- 
of-living bonus for student veterans. 
This was adopted by the Confer- 
ence together with a resolution re- 



commending that the regulations for 
granting loans be extended so that 
veterans may. obtain assistance 
without being in direct need, with 
each university- being given full 
discretion to grant loans. 

The McGill delegation attended 
but took no part in«the debate at 
the meeting' when the vote-of-non' 
confidence in the president took 
place and they abstained from vot< 
ing on the motion. 

Unl-Vct Report 

Frank Common, President of the 
Socle'ty and chairman of the Mc 
Gill delegation served on the Em- 
ployment Panel and with Mr. Ernie 
Temple, president of Uni- Vet who 
was asked in as an observer, gave 
the panel an extensive report on 
the activities and operations of Uni 
Vet which was mincographed and 
distributed , to all' the delegates for 
inforniaUpn and iise when they re- 
turn to their various education in- 
stitutions. 

Through the courtesy of the CO 
T.C. and the Students' Executive 
Council special entertainment was 
arranged for the out-of-town de- 
legates on 'Saturday night Miss 
Barbara Jackson was the convenor 
and a special mention of thanks to 
here for her excellent work was 
made at the closing session of the 
conference and also to Gilbert 
Rosenborg and John Swltzman, 
who were in charge of the secre- 
tarial and financial . workers. A 
further resolution of thanks was 
passed for the Press Committee, 
which was headed by RJchard Mi- 
rabel of Sir George Wilflam's Col- 
lege.

BuildingBoom 
To Hit McGiU: 
Gost-$9Mimbu 



Universities across Canada j arc 
planning an outlay of several mil- 
lion dollars In the construction of 
new buildings and in repairs of old, 
during the next ten years. The 
crowded conditions brought about 
by the increase of the numbers of 
students attending universities have 
made the shortcomings of the pre- 
sent facilities obvious to all. Chief 
items on McGlU's $9,114,000 recon- 
struction program are a $1,000,000 
extension to Redpath Library, a 
$1,363,850 mining' and geology 
building and a $1,108,200 extension 
to R.V.C. As in nearly all other 
universities the greatest expansion 
is in the science faculties, with the 
new cyclotron and radiation lab- 
oratory. 

University of Toronto with a 
budget of $71700,000 has eleven new 
buildings projected, besides alter- 
ations to the 60 existing buildings 
envisaging a city within a city. 

McMaster University in Hamil- 
ton, Ont., and the University of 
Alberta in Edmonton each plan an 
outlay of $3,000,000 while' the gov- 
ernment of. British Columbia has 
voted a similar sum for construction 
at the University of B.C. • 

For construction' of its new med- 
ical school and main buildings, the 
University of. Ottawa will spend 
$1,500,000. Proposed extensions and 
alterations at Queen's topped by

(3) The permanent secretary of 
NFCUS under direction of the Na- 
tional Executive be the central co- 
ordinator for regional Public Rela- 
tions. All Public Relations organi- 
zations to ' co-operate fuUy Avith the 
permanent secretary.

occasion last year when the offi- 
cials 'of the same Icelandla rink re- 
fused admitttance to a negro boy. 
It . took a large police reserve to 
quell the uprising at that time; but 
there was no violence displayed 
last night' . ' 

'This Is the third time that Var- 
sity students have gone out on 
strike against discriminating meth- 
ods against members of the stud- 
ent body. On a previous occasion, 
a negro was not allowed to par- 
ticipate In a. bridge tournament.

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Positive Action Needed 

The interim report iesued by the Football 
Committee yesterday was as well-received as 
may be expected on the campus, where there 
has been a great deal of hope for progress in 
athletics. The report served one purpose in 
that it indicated some action on the part of the 
committee, slow as that action may be. 

It is unfortunate that the report featured 
tlio age-old standby of the Board of Reference 
concerning the ideals of college athletics. The 
thesis is sound and wholesome, and McQllI has 
kept to it to the best of her abilities. How- 
ever, the general feeling is that our rivals have 
not and do not intend to ndhero to the pious 
commandments of which they dutifully ap- 
prove. Therefore, the best course of, action 
for the committee to follow is to break the 
wrapping of sclf-rightcousness in which it is now 
enclosed and to by-pass propriety for some pro- 
gressive action. This docs not infer that we 
roust eliminate the thesis of the code to which 
we have adhered for so long. Let us, rather, 
continue to adhere to it, but certainly let us 
stop patting ourselves on the back for being 
80 good. In other words, let the committee act 
and act properly, but say as littje as necessary. 

Of the points brought forth, the nnost in- 
teresting-concerns tbe appointment of a full- 
time coach which has long been the hope of 
all those interested in McQill's athletics. It is 
without doubt almost a necessity, as we can 
gather from our opponents, and constitutes the 
most progressive action in a decade. However, 
it was Uie hope that by the now year there 
would not only be the approval of a full-time 
coaching position but the appointment of a t\\\\y 
time coach. In the latter we have been disap- 
pointed. The explanotion which has been goiqg 
about points to the fact that few applications 
have been received and that in order to get a 
wide cross-section of applicants we must wait 
until more are forthcoming. On this fallacious 
basis, we shall still be waiting for a good full- 
time coach one year hence. If the committee 
is sincere in its attempts (and it is considered 
wholly so) , then its ne.\t move is to stop wait- 
InR nnd to go out and get a conch. There- is 
only one way to get this done properly and 
that is to show some initiative. We must stop 
expecting the best type of applicant to show 
up and indicate that he is. available. Our best 
bet is to find a man who best fits the require- 
ments laid dowij in the interim report and tlien 
to go after him. Otherwise, MoGill will still 
be second-rate in athletics and holding up the 
rest of the league in competition. 

No one on the campus, in the body of 
graduates nor on the committee wants this latter 
to happen. The committee has the power to 
do most to see that it does not happen. We 
hope that, the , next report will set aside theory 
for pràctioç.^A.|C

It 
reported chie/ty ?ibio a proiip o/ stvdehts from the 
University of Montreal had attempted to break up 
(hit meetinff, and it reported hoto McGiil students 
had been instrumental in blocikini; this raid. At this 
time the Daily ttreued that these Carabins did not 
o//iciallv represent the V. o/ M. campus, 

Hotvever, we are very fflad that the campus itself 
has made this clear. On Dec. 17, Le Quartier Latin 
publishes a strongly-uorded editorial tohich we 
have translated below. It is particularly to be hailed 
ujhen it comes /rom the heart of the educated French 
community. ' 

Quand On Perd Lai Tete 
The question of the Witnesses of Jehovah Is so 
slippery with poUUcal reckonings and partisan mano- 
euvres — In Quebec everything results In pollUcs — 
that tha Quartier Latin would have wUUngly a1)> 
stained from becoming involved, if a group of Uni- 
verslty students had not appeared at a protest meet- 
ing held on the lltb of December at the Monument 
Nationale. 

These Carabins certainly have the right to reject 
or acclaim the public figures of their choice. They 
have not the right lo involve the responsibility or 
the reputation of the student body: no one authorised 
them to use our official college yell. Our comrades 
of McGlll. Avhom this group was freely going to pro- 
voice, were smart enough not to impute this adUon to 
the AGEUM; we thank them for this courteous ges- 
ture, and we beg them to excuse the irresponslbles 
who attempted to poison our fraternal relationship. 

No. doubt, we shall be accused of defending the 
Witnesses of Jehovah. The untimely ardour! of i these 
fanaUcs has moved us little, and their noisome pro- 
paganda does not ossure them of many disciples 
among us. But it Is up to the competent courts to 
recognize the defamatory and seditious character of 
their pamphlets. It Is not up to us to anticipate the 
arrests of Justice. 

It is to do them much honour to attach such 
Importance to them; It Is even to justify their religi- 
ous pretensions. Do these words of Christ, in face 
of the antipathy of the mob and of the established 
authorlUes, not apply here? "For they shall deliver 
you up to councils: and In the synagogues , ye shall 
be beaten: and ye shall be brought before rulers and 
kings for my sake, for a testimony, against them." 

The chief duty of the Christian is not the exter- 
mination of the heathen and the persecution of here 
tics. These times have ended. 

Charity will frustrate the Witnesses of Jehovah 
rather than exortlon, or violence, or reprisals; and 
it Is also charity, rather than the strongest padlocks, 
that will stop the communist menace. For "Charity 
never faileUi. It doth not. behave itself unseemly, 
seeketh not her own, is not easily provoked, rejolcelh 
not in Iniquity, but rejolcelh In the truth. And now 
abideth faith, hope, charity, these three; but the 
greatest of these Is charity." • . 

At this time, when we prepare to celebrate the 
great ritual of Divine Charity, tltese words of the 
Apostle impose upon men of the State as upon private 
citizens a serious examination of their conscience.

Interview with Donald Wolf it

In recent years few have done 
more lo popularize Shakespeare 
than Donald Wolllt and the Ad- 
vance Players Association of which 
he . is Chairman and Director of 
Productions. The audiences, which 
have enjoyed .the productions, 
range from service men and wo- 
men in the battle areas to school- 
children. 

During an Interval between 
scenes of The Merchant of Venice 
at last Saturday's Matinee at His 
Majesty's Mr. Wolflt told me some- 
thing of the Association and of its 
part in the English Tlieatre. 

The Association was formed In 
1937 under the patronase of the 



mcnt, and whether he know the 
story previously did not matter, 
for he recognized Shakespeare's 
play as being a very live thing, 
and this Is always most satisfying 
to the' abtori 

Mr. Wolfit. expressed similar 
satisfaction at the vast appreciative 
audiences of school children at- 
tendant nt performances of Snkcs- 
pcarc throughout Great, Britain. "At 
the Winter Garden Theatre (In 
London) we gave them, and the 
adults, foiu: plays for six shillings 
(30c a performance) and the thea- 
tre was always filled to its large 
capacity." 

During the London Blitz in the 
Fall of 1940 most of the theatres

late Lord Keynes and others with 
a view to resuscitating Interest in 
the hSakcspearian play, then at a 
low ebb. After the initial difficul- 
ties, accentuated by the indiffer- 
ence of theatre-managers, wore 
overcome, the efforts of the Asso- 
ciation met with enormous success, 
as can be ploinly seen in Montreal 
at present. The company's reper- 
toire Includes hot only many plays 
the Shakespearian play, then at a 
Asms and the Man, Ben Johnson's 
Volponc, Rudolph Besier's Barretts 
of Wimpole Street, a special ploy 
adaptation of Baroness Orczy's 
Scarlet Pimpernel, Rostand's Cyrano 
do Bergerac, Alice In Wonderland 
and the first performance for 300 
years of the Restoration playwright 
John Ford's great tragedy 'TIS a 
Pity She's a Whore. Mr. Wolfit and 
his leading lady Miss Rosalind Iden 
have been joined by many other 
distinguished actors since the in- 
ception ot the Association and Rob- 
ert Atkins, Andrew Leigh and 
others have been guest producers. 

During the war Mr. Wolfit and 
his company played before many 
service audiences in Great Britain 
and Egypt and, following the liber- 
ation of Europe, In Paris, Brussels 
and Versailles. Speaking of these 
audiences Mr. Wolfit said, '."The 
serviceman came, not with a book 
of Shakespeare In his pocket, but 
with a desire to see n piny, as did 
the Elizabethans. We gave him a 
play, filled with colour)aiid'<^move^ 



were forced to close, but in order 
to satisfy the entertalnment-hun. 
gry Londoner Mr. Wolfit took a 
tenancy of tho. Strand Theatre and 
presented daily performances of 
excerpts, sonnets and songs, and 
shortened versions of the plays. 
Not even the destruction of the 
dressing rooms involving the loss 
of costumes could deter the com. 
pony, who gave more than a hun- 
dred consecutivo performances, 
Many actors wcro called up into 
the forces and the company had 
to be replenished with those actors 
who were available, and who were 
In Mr. Wolflt's own words "the 
blind, the lame and the aged." 

Calling attention to the crying 
need for a national theatre in Can 
ada Mr. Wolfit suggested that sev 
cral companies bo formed with 
well-known actors playing leading 
parts for a season, with the sup 
porting cast drawn from the many 
amateur companies across Canada, 
whose men^bers would be wilUng 
to become professionalized. 

For those who have already seen 
Mr. Wolflt's magnificent perform- 
ances little need be said of his 
tremendous skill in the portrayals 
of roles so diverse as King Lear 
and Touchstone, as Hamlet and 
Volpone. As a boy he was filled 
with the ideals of his craft, and, 
still a young man, ho has fulfilled 
them and become a member of 
that great company of classical 
actors whose names glorify the 
story of the theatre. 



Presents 
French Comedy 
Of Gods, Greeks 

For the second time this year the 
MJt.T. will present an English ver- 
sion of a modern French play. This 
second production, Amphitryon '38 
is a comedy. The story concerns 
the love life of the Gods, and In one 
form or another has been knocking 
about the stages of the world for 
centuries. In fact, the outhor. Jçan 
Giraudoux, claims that it is the 
thirty-eighth version, hence the 
title. 

The play has been received with 
great enthusiasm both In London 
and New York, and this ribald 
comedy of Greeks and Gods, In 
spite .of an ancient plot, sparkles 
with the wit and bon-ton of a 
Paris Premiere.

Judging by the near sell-out of 
their first French play, Asmodee, 
the public Is Interested In this new 
departure by the M.R.T. Although 
not everyone liked this play, they 
arrived curious and remained in- 
terested, pleased to see something 
so different from English Drama. 

"Amphitryon 38" Is of course 
completely different from "Asmo- 
dee" and represents quite another 
phase ot the modern French thea- 
tre. , ... 

It has been 'suggested that next 
year the MJI.T. might try a French 
Classic, possibly a Mollcrc. This 
should make an interesting com- 
parison to some of the other Neo- 
Classic comedies by English auth- 
ors which have beèn presented. 
The play will open Thursday. Jan. 
16 and run for a week.
